liavc no brains, ant! so ibis mindless scIkioI of jellyfisli, faihcr, mother, 
son, and daughter, become useful beasts uf burden or trainers of the same. 



Secrets From the Vatican Library 



The following document was anonymously sent to me liurlng this book's preparation. 
It purports to be a secret hhtory of Western dvilizotlon gleaned from secret documents 

in the Vatican library by a member of the Franciscan order. The inked imprint of a 
Vatican library entrance chit affixed to the original document and duplicated at the end 
of the article is a strong indication that the author does have access to Vaticon sources, 
although his conclusions ore indicative of a highly right-wing slant thai pegs the piece as 
possible disinformolion — from whot quarter, I cannot speculate.

Dear Mr. Keith. I have been made awafe that yoa settle information 

regarding what you suppose lo be the takeover of ihc Vatican by Royal 
Arch Masons; would that such, a small thing, really, were the case. May it 
plea-se you and inform you, somewhat, I shall endeavor to lay before you 
such (acts as arc known lo mc. I must lirsl offer liiis disclaimer: wliile the 
facts ul wliich I shall give report arc in large part verifiable, there remains 
Hie possibility that, in certain instances where more than one possible 
interpretation thereof exists, I may well have chosen an incorrect one. Be 
that as it may, interpretation is nut an issue, the facts do speak, most 
lcx|uaciousiy, on their own behalf. 

To begin; I believe thai the cslabli.shmcnt of my credentials would be 
in order. 1 cannot, and do not, claim to be of high rank in the Church of 
Rome; a common Lector am I, formerly a student of Hercsiology attached 
for a time to the American School at the Vatican, and possessed as such of 
an entry-chit, permitting me access to those sub-bascmcnts and anncxac 
of the Vatican Library Complex as were deemed fruitful to my ongoing 
research. It was in this capacity, andtiildcr these circumstances, that I first 
became aware, i'roni various documents, of liie general lone of the inl'or- 
malion I shall here present. After having ascertained that indeed some- 
thing was awry, and after having been tunsfisrred back to the United 
Slates (where I was until not loo long ago employed as secretary under a 
succession of priests, of various orders), 1 appointed unto myscll the task 
ef^llecting such informaticm as I might, with a mind to either confinn or 
deny thai which I had learned; among other things. I discovered that I am 
hardly alone in this knowledge — I thank Alnughly God that such pillars 
of determination and strength, such — yes, I shall say it — such saints, 
arc still in evidence even in these most trying, most frightening of times. 
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We all of us owe lo ihcm a dcbl which can only be repaid by assimilating 
the information wM<* they have bequeathed to nic, and now I lo you, and 
in using this information wisely. I reveal this infonnalion as my duly bolh 
lo God and lo my fellow-pilgrims on this Earth, in submistiion to His 
command; Hoc est praecepum meuni M dUigaUts in^m skutM&d van. 

I value not position within the Churcii. nor slalus in ihc eyes of men; 1 
seek only lo oppose a mosl foul circumstance, a confederacy of lyranls, 
who pervert ihe use of the Ecclesiastical Authority lo their own tncfisl 
ignoble ends; my most fervent desire is lo once and for all time set 
straight the record, help lo clear away the mountain ofdeiirts — I believe 
you term it disinformation — thai all might clearly see tiie tmem bef(We 
us, naked and unadorned, revealed in the Light of Truth. With your kind 
permission, 1 liegin. 

II must first be understood that the present troubles arc the fault, not of 
some befjaunched oHgarchy sealed by the fire at theii Men s Club — 
Ihougii said troubles are most certainly perpelualed under much this very 
scenario — but arc ralhcr the result ol protracted struggle iieiween several 
"elite" factions. '*eliqttCS" if you will, who have battled under various 
guises lor supremacy from the days following the fall of the Roman 
Empire lo ilie present. 

In order to lully understand Ihc present tiines. one itiust rightly under- 
stand the past; hence 1 shall offer the sum total ol ni> kiiow ledgc of the 
full course of this struggle, from the earlier years of the seventh century of 
Ihc common era, as well as the identity and makeup of each of the fac- 
tions thereby engaged. We live, truly, in the Dark Ages; since the collapse 
of Ihc old Roman Hmpirc and the subsequent ri.sc of Ihc Church as the real 
power in the West, various factions — the European tribal confederacies, 
for the mosl part — have fought among themselves for conliol of Ihe ter- 
ritory of Ihe Chair of Si. Peler. anil indeed for control of the Vatican itself. 
Realizing, as they did. that the Church could not be vanquished by fire W 
by the swoid — a lessofl learnt, and Icjunt ri^ hard, by the decaying 
Empire, Pretiosa in consprctii Domini mors xeuietomm Eius — the pagan 
tribes of Europe split into several factions, some accepting the Church as 
at least their titular head (that is. submitting to the disciplines of 
Christianity and incoiporaling the Failh into the Mythos of iheir tribes), 
some choosing to oppose the church under any means lair and foul, and 
somevaeinating b^ween the two poles, though even these did ultimately 
choose one tack; w the other. To simplify, the southern tribes formed a 
generally pro-Chureh clique, which expanded to include the Franks 
(though this primarily due to rivalry with their fellow Germanics to the 
norlh, who led ihc opposing camp); and those who opposed, whether by 
outright force or subterfuge, the Church — anil hoped lo either destroy or 
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a.ssimilatc the power wielded by Rome. The tribes of modern England 
were of the third type, but then' neiglAws the Gaels and Celts of Eire 
were among ihe ?iiosl stcadfasi supporters Of the Church, even after ihe 
forcible dissolution of their own unique aod beautiful Celtic Communion 
by the EngifSh, in AD €64. who im|^dsed a more Roman variety, more in 
accortl:mcc with Ihc Rile as pracliceil in r.nglanil. The message of the 
Gospel — in its iruc rendition, one of love and tolerance — was well-suil- 
ed to the tribes of Eire and of Southern Europe, their characters being 
marked by a practiced indolence bordering on Sloth, deep passions llial 
flair quickly and are Just as quickly quelled, and an underlying affection 
that ftnd§ expression in tiielr every bret^; it was ibe^ in^ took to the 
Church, whatever their reasons to begin, and held fast to the Church to the 
present day. 

The northern tribes, however — the Teutons, the Norse, the Saxons, et. 
al. — these are typified by a seething cold, a hardness tlmt is Hoi in keep- 
ing with their physical beauty, an autocratic indifference to others. While 
each, north and .south, are capable of horrible cruelty, the southern peo- 
ples could be as quick lo forgive as to blame, and though emotional can 
be swayed iiy logic lo wiiluiraw ilieir anger; the northerners seem to 
delight in atrocity, and Iheir lack of apparent passion hides an outlook best 
typified by the old Arab adage, "Revenge is a dish best served eold." So 
long as the Church remained in southern hands, all continued reasonably 
clo.se lo Ihe original plan of the Apostles — as laic as AD 692, Sergius I, 
Bishop of Rome, joined in the proelatnation of tbe PatriarOh of 
Constantinople thai their respective Palriarcliates, their Episcopal Sees, 
were of equal rank before our Lord. It pains me lo say that never again did 
the Bishop «f Rome bdiave in so Apostolic a manner, braieged from that 
lime on by worldly concerns which ullinialely redireclcd ihc Church from 
Spiritual paths. Due lo Ihc apporlionmcnl of power in those limes, Ihe var- 
ious northern tribes found it expedient to accept a veneer of Faith, and to 
nurture ilicir plots under cover of obedience. 

The first overt action taken by Ihc norlhern clique was alignment with 
certain Muslims expelled from Omayyid Siiain, in AD 826; these were 
settled al Crete, where they established a pirate base, from which they 
would hector the ,soulhcrn coastal countries. The Roman/Elaiscan clique, 
in reaction to this, used Iheir influence with Ihe Church lo establish the 
Venetian Order of St. Marc, which received full Papal recognition just 
five years after ihc establishment of the base at Crete. Skirmishes at sea 
would continue through the Crusades, to the early sixteenth century. 
Around the year 850, a new group of players entered the picture: Jews 
began settling in Germany, under Ihc direction of a very .secretive Zionist 
Elite, who forged lies with Ihc Germanic clique, especially Ihc Prussians 
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and Bavarians. While raciiilly (lilTcrcnt. ihcy liad in common a form of 
religion; the Zionists and ihc norlh Geniians both practiced rilual sacrifice 
of humans. It must be understood that the Jewish Elite never expitssed 
the actual practices or beliefs of the Jew isli Lommoncrs under them: they 
were an Elite, who considered their own people far beneath them, and fit 
only for use as f^er, which dutbcrinlie mode appealed to tlw north 
Germans, being but a minor variation of ihcir own most ancient fRacliecs. 

In league with the Zionists, with the odil band of Muslim adventurers 
to u.se as .shock troops, and ihc rank-and-file masses of commoner Jews to 
use for saerificial piirpdsei. the northern clii|ues began to upscale their 
opposition, still mostly covert, to southern/Roman authority. Seeing these 
developments, it fell to the secular Roman aristocracy — the Old Nobles 
— to do somelMng, and that quiekfy. Being as the Bishop of Rome — at 
that time, John VIII — was disinclined to scculari/e the Church to the 
extent proposed by the Roman Nobles, the clique had him murdered in 
AD 882, beginliteg the first takeover of tte VitttfiSain authority. Subsequent 
Pojics wore made well aware of their v icarious position, and only a rare 
few dared oppose fihe Roman clique, who now were pre-eminent among 
the southern tribal ditpie. Even at that, the eomfdete secular takeover of 
the Papal authority was not complete until Otto I. as Holy Roman 
Emperor, forcibly replaced an unaecomodaling John XII with a more 
compliant Leo VHl, in AD 963. Ftpro thai Ume on. Papal elections and 
the College of Cardinals have been a pawn of the ruling facUon of the 
.southern cliciue. 

The northern clique, of course, made certain to have their own people 

in place in Rome, attached in whatever fashion to the Papal retinue. It was 
bv the efforts of one of these agents that the northern clique acquired 
knowledge of the continents to the west, the Americas, which had been 
known to the upper echelons of the Church hierarchy since the last quarter 
of the First Century of the common era, that knowledge delivered, lo the 
best of my knowledge, to blessed St. John the Divine in a vision, and 
recoided in Ml ^F^tle to the Corinthian Church by his holiness Clement, 
by grace of God the Bishop of Rome, in AD 96. With this information in 
hand, the northern clique entreated one Leif Hricsson, son of Eric the Red 
(a tnisted Noree associate of the north European clique), lo sail westward 
along a northern route, lo ascertain the feasibility of taking these lands for 
diemscslves and using their wealth in an outright battle against the south- 
em hegemony. It is fortunate that the natives — called "Skraelings" by 
Lcif and his crew — proved lo be displeased by the presence of the 
Norsemen, and had expelled them, lock, stock, and barrel, by AD 1006. 
When news of this expedlUotl had filtered iiack to the southern clique, it 
caused vaon than a little consternation. Since the move had been covert. 
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and the southerners desired to keep their own friends in place among the 
northern elite, plans were quietly laid lo facilitate a successful .southern 
effort in the event of overt action; stores Were replenished, training of 
mercenaries upgraded, and to culminate, the Order of Knights 
Hospitallers of St. John — an order of warrior— monks/ptovisioneis — 
was founded, in AD 1070. 

The northern clique being engaged, .since earlier in that same century, 
in one of their many in— lights for superiority, the southern clic|uc had 
breath space to consolidate their own lines until about AD 1080. at which 
lime the first full-scale small war took place between thelwo diqties, end- 
ing any possibility of willful merger between the two elites. That i'l was 
Gregory VII. in establishing (at the behest of the .southern clique) the most 
sweeping of Papal temporal powers, diat tnifiated this attack by the north, 
is immaterial; the southern clique had known for some time that the 
Muslim mercenaries who sacked their coasts were in the employ of the 
north, which by AD 1 100 was being more and more dominated by the 
Prussian/Bavarian/Zionist clitiue. Nonetheless, a concordat of sorts was 
reached when Muslims not in European employ began taking advant^gd 
(«l the factional in^fighting, and it was to a relartvety united Europe that 
Wrlvm II promoted the First Crusade. It was at this lime lhal the Order of 
Knights Templars was founded, much a duplication of the Order of 
Hosfritltllers. but less concerned with provisioning as stm actual mtfm. 

I hai both orders served as bankers to much of the Etnopean eli^ boft 
norihcrn and southern cliques, led lo struggles lu iwccn the two groups, 
which were to have dire consequences at a later tiatc. I here were, as yet, 
some factions of the southern clique still true at heart to die piecepta of 
the Faith, rather than the power thereof, and these factions saw their 
opportunity in the power struggle between the Welf Family and the 
f lohenstauffcns, also called the Guelphs and die Ghibellines. respectively, 
beginning in AD 1 125. With the victory of the northern-sympathizing 
Hohenstauffen clan, the balance of power began a slow but inexorable 
shift to the northern clique, becoming ever more heavily dominated by the 
North German/Zionist faction. The shift, however, was not immediately 
apparent to the southern clique, who found themselves receiving a rather 
rude awakening in AD 1 154, when a nordtem candidate, one Nichols 
Breakspcar, became Pope Adrian IV; almost immediately he gave Ireland 
as a gift lo his mentor, Henry II of England, which has resulted in nearly a 
millennimn of domination of die only nordiem ally of the soudieni cliqaK 
The threat of a pincer movciiiciii sci aside, the northern clique piDcecd- 
ed to rcinaugurate their original policy of covert whittling at the power of 
the south, now invested vc(y heavily in die Roman and Prankish arist«»i! 
cratic factions. Regular sacrifice of Jewish commoneis. under the dh^' 
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tion ol the Zionist elite, svas inslilutcd to propitiate the deities still covert- 
ly worshiped by the elite of the northern clique, now merged into the 
Zionist deity (which had never been the same Ciocl worshiped hy the 
Jewish commoners, as examination of coins ami oilier arlilacts of the 
Third Temple Period will clearly show). These regular sncrifiees date to 
approximately 1 190, ;ind fdllowiii!! (|uick cm llic heels of Ihis, comes the 
escalation of northern preparations lor outright struggle against the south; 
the Ordbr of Teutonic Knights and the Livonian Brothers of the Sword, 
precursors to the later Prussian Orders, date to the period AD 1 190 — 
1210. With the Hospitallers and Knights Templars engaged in a war of 
altritfon dnt Idlled nearly w nmy of their number as their battles ipim 
the Muslims, and the Dominicans fully engaged, from AD 1208, in 
pitched battle with nonconlorinisl .southern sub-cliques and covert actions 
in En^and, the Teutonic Knights and their cohorts had a clear Tield to 
engage as they would; upon alisotlilni; the I.ivonian Brothers of the Sword 
in 1237, they were nearly unstoppable. Their early success they attributed 
to a mii8siye|W!P|>itialivefi&crirtce orEiimpeah children, in AD 1212. This 
affair, whii^ bclgan VVith the promotion of what was called the "Children's 
Crusade", dndned aa untold number of Europe's youngest into the clutch- 
es of the Teutons; a massive ntnnber were rndi^ slaughtered in ritual 
sacrifice, and perhaps twice that number were sold into slavery to the 
Muslims. Once again, the prayers' of the Teutonic/Zionist clique 
appeared to have been answered, as with their defeat flit the hmtSs off die 

Mongols in AD 1256, survivors of the Order of Assassins, the Ishmaclis, 
of Hasan I Sabah, began trickling into Europe, seeking sanctuary among 
the stmilarly-inclnted Teutonic/Zionist clique. With the addition o^ihese 
wcll-traincil and fearless — nay. nearly suicidal — AssftS$illf, the 
Teutonic/Zionist Clique achieved the force necessary to assume complete 
control of the nordiern clique, as well as a special force to supplement the 
actions of tiicir still-aclivc Muslim shocktroops. 

lulward I of Oiigland, upon learning llic lull oxioni of llic practices of 
the Teutons/Zionists, was so sickened liial lie expelled all Jews from 
England in 1290, rather than allow what he considered an abomination to 
occur on his soil. Indeed, as knowledge of the practice crept through the 
subcliqucs of the south, one by one they cither expelled the Jews (as did 
France in AD 1306) or else forced their conversion to Oiristianity, III die 
mistaken belief that this made them unacceptable for the sacrificial rite. A 
word or two, I believe, regarding the sacrificial rite of the Zionists, as well 
as die similar rite of the Teutons, is in orden 1 must warn you that the rites 
as I know ihcm are distasteful in the extreme, and that I w(>uld not recom- 
mend the following as good reading for the squeamish. It must be remem- 
bered, diroughout this description, that modem Jewry is, for the most part. 
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Ignorant of the rites of the Zionists, who posit that they alone (as proper 
Zionist Jews) are true Jewry, and all others who claim Judaism are wrong 
Indeed, to investigate the history of this religion (done .so admirably by 
Benjamin Freedman in his tome. "Facts Are Facts") is to discover thai 
modern rank-and-file Jewry has no real connexion to historical Judaism 
but arc m fact pawns in a much larger and .m,rc vicious game than they 
realize. To begin, then; the rite ol consecration of the Kohen (ritual/sacri- 
ficial pnesi) and that of normative ritual satrtftce are very nearly identi- 
cal. The Kohcn-clecl is made to enter a pit beneath the grating that is 
beside the altar ol sacrifice, also called the altar of holocaust (,lwah in 
the Hebrew), whieh isdeseribed chapter 27 of Exodus, in the first part 
The altar grating is placed over the pit (actually more an encircling 
trench) and the sacrificial victim is brought to the altar. The preferred 
victim young boy of Jewish blood; young girls arc useable, especially 
when .supply is high, but boys arc the preferred n iciim. Most •Jewish* par- 
ents dunng the Templar periods (the limes during which a pr<ipcrlv-con- 
sccrated temple stood at Jerusalem) were required to redeem their 
children with an offering (see chapter 12 of Leviticus); at these Itaie, die 
children ol the destitute (who could not offer the prescribed ransom) were 
used - m modem times, any so^:alled •Jewish* child may be kidnapped 
& used lor the sacrifice, or for the ordination, though for the sin offering a 
Gentile child may be used. The child, preferably an infant or toddler (but 
any eWldiip to die age ttrirteen being acceptable, if virginal), is stood 
upon the grating over the head of the Kohen-<;Iect, nude, facing north- 
ward; the child;s head is grasped firmly by the officiating priest (or by 
him and hi* assistant, should die cMld be older & put up a fight), and the 
child s throat IS then slit to open the jugular vein. Some of the blood is 
made to splatter against the eastern face of the altar itself, while the rest 
spatters thfough (he grating to bathe the Kohen-elect. who drinks a 
mouthful of the blood as it pours over him. The officiating Kohen then 
wets his fingers with the screaming innocent s blood and walking 
counter^sloclcwise intnlnd die altar, traces certain arcane sigils upon the 
altar s horns u ,ih the blood; then, arriving back at the cbiW^S posWon, he 
takes a mouthful of the spurting blood. The Kohen-elect is helped out 
ftom under die grating & joins the assisting Kohcns at the child's side 
and all arc liberally mouth-sprayed with die dittd's Mood by die officiat- 
ing Kohen, thus scaling the new Kohen as a member of the priesthood. 

The child, weak from loss of blood but still very much alive is 
butchered: die internal fetty dssue, die liver, and die kidneys are set aside 
lo be burnt, and the Kohens feast on what they want of the rest burning 
the unused portions before sunset, according to UviUcal law. This is also 
the basic procedure for the regular ritual sacriflee, With die exceptions 
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being thai in regular sacrince. ihc blood spills uninlcrruplcd through the 
grating, to renew the consecration of the sHl on which the lettiple or 
killing-floor rests, and that the mouih-spraying of the child's blood is 
omitted. Similarities between the Jewish and Teutonic rituals are close; 
the parallels suggest, perhaps, a commcm twigift far certain practices, per- 
haps deriving from central Asia via ihc Klia/ais. In the Teutonic rile, the 
altar is generally an unhewn dolmen, and the pit and its allcndanl grating 
arc absent. The priest to be consecrated in this rite merely Ites. iwdft. On 
the pomi ftl the eastern face of the stone altar (the eastern face of ihc 
altar being sacred to both the Zionists and the Teutons), and the victim — 
a child of cither gender between the ages of seven and twelve, virginal — 
is brought to hhn. The child is forced down upon the priest— elect in a 
kneeling position, straddling the elect's hips, at which time .sexual pene- 
tration (notably absent in the Zionist rile) is achieved, anally for a young 
boy, vaghially for a young girl. The child's head is faced cast, as in liie 
Zionist rile, and the jugular is opened, showering the priest-elect with 
blood, some of which is ingested. The child is then penetrated sexually by 
the attending priests until such time as dcaih occurs. In both rites, ihc 
balhing in and ingeslion ol ihe blood of the child is required for proper 
consecration, and in the I cuionic rite (as in the Zionist), the body of the 
child iseatoi. In the everyday ritual of sacrillce in the Teutonic riic no 
priest-elect lies before the dolmen; instead, the child is penetrated by each 
of the priests in turn, according to rank or seniority (depending on viffiich 
of two rites is being fallowed: I am unclear as to the exact distinction 
between Ihe two, other than this particular liiri'crence ol practice). 

The Order of Knights Templars — who operated extensively in the 
„orii, _ had been innuenced heavily by the Teutonic/Zionist culL The 
northern houses of the Templars had indeed adopted several practices 
from Ihe northern clique, including the Zionist practice of consulting pre- 
served oracular heads for augury. The souUiem houses of the Temidais in 
coniblna^on with the Hospitallers, approached French king Philippe IV 
with a list of charges, substantiated by eyewitness testimony of a niwiber 
of the southern Templars, and acting on this information Philippe issued 
an er^of airest in September of 1307. The order was Tinally suppressed 
Ihrouah all Europe (except Scotland), and the Grand Master, Jacques 
DcMolay. was burned at the stake in 1314. Those Templars ifemaiiiing in 
the south were abSOI^ into the order of Hospitallers, while those in iiid- 
ing in Scotland became ilie nucleus of the Priory of Zion, turning their 
considerable talents and remaining wealth over to the service of the 
Teutonic/Sonist clique. The southern clique, now dominated by an 
uneasy alliance of Ihc French and Roman aristocracies, began exhibiting 
signs of paranoia very early in this stage of the crisis. Bonifaoe Vm, in an 
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attempt to bring the clique back in line with the original division of power 
(subservient to, rather than masters Of^ the ^uich), is^ed a F^l Bull. 
"Unam Sanclam." claiming Papal authority over temporal rulers, in 1302. 
He was poisoned in 1 303, and succeeded by Benedict XI — who attempt- 
ed to follow in loniface's footsteps and was poisoned hhnselrin 1304. 
Philippe IV ol Trance, engaged in his war with the Templars as early as 
1307. finally offered Pope Clement V .sanctuary in France, and the Papal 
court moved in that year to AvigiiOn, a coup fiw the French faction over 
the Romans. So paranoid did the Papal cmirl hccoine lhal. in 1716 (wlUle 
the rcnmants of the Templars were strengthening the northern clique). 
John XXn serit a squad of heavily^ainied Domitu^ms soudi to Ethiopia to 
chase down a leporicil l'airiai(. ii with valid Roman Apostolic succession. 

rccorileil in iiislory as "I'rcsler .lohn." 

In 1326, the I'eutonic Knights made a foray into Poland; prisoners 
were taken by the Poles, and several talked, dhwlglng not only the brief 
bils they knew of general policy, but also their knowledge of the sacridces 
ol Jewish commoners — these reports sickened the Poles, who, upon 
repelling the Teutons in 1333^34, extended a general «inetuary to all 
European Jewry. As news spread through Ihe sub-eliles of (he southern 
clique, oiiinigc was the order of the day. While the southern clique was 
capable of sustained violence, and the tortOltt Of captive enemies, the 
thought of a program of ritual human sacrifice appalled them, causing 
them to begin pulling somewhat closer together, at least lO discuss this 
aspect of the northern threat. Though several of flie aristocratic sub- 
cliques had learnt of this practice as long back as 1 190, il had been 
regarded as .something between a rumor and an aberration; now, however. 
With proof wrested from Teutonic Knifhts hy the Poles, it took on an 

immediacy. The norlhern cliciue. of course, knew very iiuickly liial iheir 
practices were known by the southerners, but were more upset by what 
they considered the southerners' pieteaisions. In order to break the south, 
now when all seemed going their way, Ihc norlhern clique (with the espe- 
cial help of England's Edward III) caused the collapse of the Bardi 
Financier clique in Rcmie, who had been, alter tte ifospitalfen, the 
bankers of Europe. Edward, of course, hcnefitllBd not being required lo 
pay any of the Sizable loans he'd received frOtit tli^ Bardis; the northern 
clique could now attempt to wrest control of finance from the south. By 
ihis lime, ihe midpoint of the finirleenlh cenlur>', il was becoming some- 
thing of a race; since the initial expedition to the North American conti- 
nent, neither side of the conflict had been in a position to exploit the 
■v irgin lands. Tiie north, while having the advantage of unity under auto- 
cratic rule, had not the requisite wealth lo exploit the Americas; the south- 
em clique, for whom wealth was no problem, teul not the unity to mount a 
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proper expedition. Both eriqoes refltized tNt eotitrol of the vast iveat^ of 

the western continents would ensure lasting victory. While the northern 
houses of Ihe Templars had brought with ihcm a cache of gold, il had 
been «cant — Philippe IV had sj^tematicatly confiscated the available 
wealth of" the order during the seven years of his program against them, 
and mosl of Ihis had been disbursed to the Tcmplars-cuni-Hospitallcrs 
diereafler, remaining under southern cttque control. 

The northern clii|ue, growing desperate, authorized their Assassins to 
introduce into southern liurope the bubonic plague, known as the "Black 
Dcalh," in 1348. Ullinialcly, the plague would kill perhaps one-quarter of 
the European & Asian population, as much as one-third of Europe alone, i 
and scattered outbreaks would continue well into the present century, 
soniewlial backfiring on the northern clique. Nonetheless, it had much the 
desired eflte^ in its own wayi wed«ning the south sulllciently to allow 
the north to reinstate its program of large-scale sacrifice of Jewish com- 
moners, forcing large numbers ol Jews to seek the asylum of Poland, 
be^nnhlg (me year after introduction of the plague, in 1349. The south 
learned of ^north's complicity even as the plague ravaged Uw popula- 
tion, forever Altering the balance of power and social sii uclurc of the con- 
tinent. A force of Dominioaais pU8h«l south into deep Africa in an attempt 
to settle a safe base, free from the contagion ol' F.urope; ihcy had begun 
construction of stone forlificalions al Great Zimbabwe when they were 
atlaciced and slaughtered hy a fisHce of Teutonic Knights, who loolc over 
the construction with the use of slave labor, culled from among the 
indigenous population; hopelessly outnumbered and operating tar from 
any hope of relief, the Teutons viretti in turn slaughtered by an upilsing of 

the native slaves, and the abandoned I'ortil'ications stand (o this day. Thus, 
in AD 1375, any hopes of using the African conlinent to sway the balance 
of power wef« shelved, and fhe tliques began to concentrate as best they 
could on the race to exploit the Americas. 

In addition to the aforementioned poverty of the north and disunity of 
the .south, both clii|ues were now saddled with a massive upheaval of their 
socioeconomic norms caused by the plague, which led to a period of reap- 
portionment and in-lighting in both camps. One of the major results of the 
plague was a loss of faith; the commoners (and more importantly, the 
elite) saw presbyter and prelate falling side-by-side with the peasant. It 
was likely this, more than anything else, that inspired the 'war of words' 
that was soon to follow. The northern clique, who never had actually 
accepted the Go.spcl, set about discrediting the Writ. In AD 1376, north- 
ern-backed theologian John Wycliff published a treatise, "Civil 
Dominion," attacking the Church (and therefore the power of the southern 
clique); seeing, somewhat, the coming storm, the southern clique quietly 
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began a shakeup in their power structure. The nature of Ihe uneasy 
alliance between Ihe various aristocracies was such that the pro forma 
obedience to the Church scarce provided the stability required to bring the 
clique, or actually die two major factions of the clique (the French and 
Roman oriented factions) through a complete rcvitalization as was 
attempted at that time; hence relations between the two groups were 
strained to the point of near-dissolution; this is the root cause behind the 
"Ofsat Schism" of I m 

The Papacy & Papal courts having already been under French domina- 
tion bom 1309, the situation was ripe for schism; when Urban VI elected 
to return the ftipal ©ouit to Rome, more tbcA a doasen Cardinals of the 
French faction elected Clement VII as Antipope, and reopened the 
Avignon Vatican. By 1409, three rival claimants were hailed as Pope, rep- 
resenting the Piench faction, the otd Roman (west-etntraMtiBfian) faction, 

and the upstart faction from Pisa (north-central Italian). This slate of dis- 
unity only began to settle when the Medici family, financiers, began their 
bid to take over the Papacy in 1414, and the schism wasn't totally ended 
imtil three years after. The Pope elected as compromise to the iliicc fac- 
tions Martin V, who immediately set about to reaffirm the mastery of the 
south over the north, iMt the troops sent forth to do this were delated by 
Bohemian Hu.ssitc forces in AD 1431. 

The legendary rivalry of the various Italian families and factions, 
includitig the sad tale ol the Borgia Popes, is well recounted cl.sevvhcre, 
hence I mention them only in passing, as these conflicts greatly hampered 
the southern clique's attempts to regain superiority over the north, and 
nearly single-handed guaranteed the north's ascendancy over the course 
of the next several eentwies. Away fiom the main centeis of action, the 
Teutonic Knights once again atteinpted to snatch back the sacrificial Jews 
living in asylum in Poland. The Poles, however, are nothing if not fearless 
fighters. This foray 6f the Teutons ended with the Polies gaining west 

Prussia, exacerbating already strained relations with the Germanics, who 
decried the Poles even then as Uiuemenschen. Northern infilu-ation of the 
soudiem power enters had been slow and umteady; wifli the victoiy of 

the Poles in 14.'i4. a drive was attempted to sie/.e .Spain, which, while sec- 
ondary in power to the Italian and French factions, was a rising star. 

Informed of the attempt by vigilant sentinels in the ranks, but unable to 
do without the aid rendered by the northern agents, Isabella and Ferdinand 
expelled the Jews resident there, and quietly shuffled their staff until the 
most trusted few held the positions closest to their throne. A young adven- 
turer, confidant of the esoteric scholars at Rome, one Cristoforo Colombo, 
had visited the Spanish monarchs in I486 to request their assistance in an 
adventure to the western continents, and had been rejected. Returning to 
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ihcm in 1492, bearing Idlers of introduction from the scholars even as the 
royals were expelling the Jews, it fell lo Isabella — acting with 
Ferdinand s approval, but in secret, that the plans not leak out — to 
finance the explorer's quest. Due to the problems with the northern clique, 
and allowing for the possibility of the team being waylaid by norlhcrn- 
backcd pirates. C ristolbro (known to the esoteric scholars as Xpo Fcrcns) 
was oullitted willi three .ships only, no escort, and a crew of convict^ 
felons who were considered expendable. Even with these handicaps, the 
attempt siiccci'di-d. 

So frightened were Ihc northerners that in 1517, the Teutonic/Zionist 
faction goaded an einoU0ndlly'disturbed tnmk» one Martin Luther, to 
instigate a "Reformation" of the Church, in tb^ hope that the resullanl tur- 
moil would destroy the now once-again-wi«iBg power of the southern 
clique. The ongoing troubles between the English and French factions 
kept interference by other channels lo a minimum, however, and the 
southern clique made serious advances in the southern continent of the 
Americas. Leo X, (hen holding the Papacy on behalf of his f^ily, the 
Medici faction, granlcil spcci:il lavms in r.iiulish King IIcni> VIII, then 
excommunicated Martin Luther. The norlhcrners, seeing the disruptive 
nature of these actions (discrediting them, and swaying England back 
toward the southern cliijuc). Iiad I cci assassliKiled. using their innucncc in 
one fin^l push to have elected lo the Fapui office one Adrian Boeycns, of 
the NetheriandSt «ho (as Adrian VT) would be (he last nortfl^ ehoiice 

(indeed, last non4£dian) Pope, for some years (o come. Adriiut hdid office 
only through parts of AD 1522-23, then was poisoned mi replaced by 
Clement VII, another Medici. The southern clique, badly shaken by 
events and with a care about their as-yet long-distance conirol of the wcsl- 
em continents, began forming more military/religious orders, such as the 
ittfatnous Rni^ts of Malta (formerly the Knights of St. John) in AD 
1530, and the Jesuits in 1534 (though the date of their official recognition, 
AD 1 540, is that found in most histories of the time). The Jesuits' primary 
function, that of rooting out infilU^tors, they performed admirably well — 
so well, iiKlced, that by 1543, they were able to picsent sufTicient evi- 
dence to Paul III to force him to inaugurate the Inquisition. 

Due to the victory of the northern clique, most histories of the 
Inquisition are hopelessly distorted, but extant Vationt tecords report that 
the primary target of the ecclesiastical courts were northern-backed infil- 
trators, and that these, once found guilty, were handed over to the secular 
eoifftt for pm^hment — whidh was all-too-often carried out in a most 
un-<^tfiSllai|inflmlier. Admittedly, the power of the Inquisitor's office was 
rather hoftibly tibuised — most especially by rivals of the Italian fiwtion in 
Spain — and so engrossed was the southern clique in the minutiae of 
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uncovering northern conspirators that it came as a near-total surprise 
when, in AD 1554, the north seized control of the apparatus of the Holy 
Roman Empire, then under the direction of H.R.E. Karl V, born a 
Spaniard but by now firmly in the pocket of the northern interests. 

The founding of the Royal Exchange in At> ISM instigated an 
attempted invasion of lingland by a force of undercover Dominicans in 
1574; betrayed lo the English nobility by suppo.scd allies, ihcy were killed 
within weeks of tfieir arrival. Attempts at diplomacy by the southern 

cli(|ue I'ailccl. and in AD \5^\ regular cxeculioiis of Catholics uerc insti- 
tuted in an allempt tO destroy all internal opposition from hidden .southern 
tigents. Muslims, their nuntbers padded by a fdree of native blacks, 
massed in West Africa, by the river Niger, for an invasion of ihc southern 
countries, but were apprehended by a force of Spanish and Portuguese 
mercenaries and wiped out. In that same year, within scant months, a 
large .Spanisii Heel — allempling a secret invasion of England — lost the 
element of surprise when a lunc ship captained by the pirate Sir Richard 
Gfeiiville engaged them enroute, allowing a tendiBr Iq VStm to port with 
the news. In relaiiaiioii. \\\o Popes — InnocMit DC Wid Qw^ry XIV — 
are poisoned within a two-month period. This eoisiag directly on the 
heels of three previous deaths, Gregory XITT in AD 15S5 under mysteri- 
ous circumstances, then Sixtus V and I'rhan VII within two weeks of each 
other in AD \5'-H). prompted retaliation in kiiul by the southern clic|iic. 

Awakening one morning late in 1592 to find the heads of five of his 
bastard .sons nestled against Km in his bed (their bodies neatly laid out on 
the lloor), French king Henri TV, who had facilitated the English schemes 
against the last several Popes, publicly renounced Protestantisin and sent 
envoys t&tS» llflilian faction In an attempt to appease them. This had been 
a second warning lo llic French, as Henri III, because of disagreements 
with Ihc Roman aristocracy, had been executed by a warrior-monk in AD 
1589. A letter, left on the pillow of EliaAieth I of Bn|^»i4 to Hut effect 
that continued opposition to Rome would result in the dett^ <^ 9liy child 
she might bear, is credited with having persuaded ElizabeA iM^^ to mar- 
ry. Nonetheless, anti-^^alhoiic laws remained in force in England, and 
northern infillralors were beginning lo make their presence felt even in Ihc 
ranks of the elite Jesuits, having enough power to block a reunification of 
the Roman and Orthodox Communions in AD 1595. Ftj^thig between die 
two cliiiues was rivaled, in this period, only hy in-fighting between the 
various factions. England narrowly averted total invasion by the Spanish 
when an Armada, sent out to attack in tandem with a Spanish^upported 
uprising of the Irish, was decimated in a massive storm. The French and 
Spanish factions, engaged for some time in open hostilities, arc persuaded 
to lay down arms by the Roman faction; in 1600. Lord Mountjoy begins 
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starving the rebel Irish into suhmissidn. even as Spanish rcinrorccriienis 
were reinforcing the dercnscs at Kinsalc. Mountjoy would later — in AD 
1602 — defeat the emaciated combined forces, quashing the rebellion. 

In AD TtSte. filhobelh 1 dies and is succeeded by James I. Who is 
unafraid of ilic sunilicrn cli(|iic. i'.vcn ilic release, hy Portiijiiicse merce- 
naries, of the plague in London docs not sway him. The English had been 
sending covert teaifts to the Artieiicas. mostly the East Gcwst of North 
America, since AD I.'i62, and eslablishcd ihcir first overt si-iilcinenl, 
Jamestown, in 1607; English colonists and a force of slaves had held 
Virginia since 1619, marginally-pattlofic religious zralols of unacceptable 
cults had been transported since 1620. and finally in AD 1630, an Hnglish 
force of 1000 was sent to reinforce covert bases in the Massachusetts ter- 
ritory, founding what would become Boston. With the infiltration of the 
Jesuits basically completed by AD 1610. ilie esiablishincnt of a soiiihcrn 
clique-oriented colony, Maryland, in AD 1632, was at best a palliative 
measure; northern clique control of North America was essentially 
assured. Indeed, with the founding of Quaker-controlled Pennsx Ivania in 
AD 1682, only two of the original thirteen colonies permilled the practice 
of Caiholicisni or the Quaker faith. With the passage offormal laws mak- 
ing Calhoiicisni a crime in AD 1691, and the beginning of the infamous 
vSalcm witch trials that same year, any members of religions other than 
those permitted by the North American branch of the northern clique — 
most notably Catholics and Quakm— w@ie 9a «iidftiig»9»ds|)e^. 

Freemasonry was a grosvinp fad among llie second and third level ech- 
elon of the northern clique, and the Masons saw in the new land an oppor- 
tunity to set themselves up as a faction in their own ri^L While freneh 
ami Native American mercenaries carried on a war of attrition against the 
northern clique invaders between AD 1702-55, the Freemasons — or 
rather, jealous lower-echelon members of the northnn clique urtited in 
Masonic Lodges — continued to accrue power in the new territories. By 
1738, they posed such a threat thai inHltralion of southern aristocratic 
ranks was deemed imminent, and Clement XII issued the Papal Bull "In 
Eminenti" in that year, excommunicating an\ Catholic who was found to 
be a member of the Masonic Lodges. The I-rench faction, having nominal 
control of the midsection of North America, were the only force vfifii a 
real chance of driving the northern clique out. The French faction, howev- 
er, were tired of the Roman yoke, and, fearing open north-south warfare 
on their soil, expelled the heavily-infiltrated Jesuits in 1762, then begm 
covertly planning to remove the Roman -allied royally, who had ceased to 
be of use to them. The French faction was, by this lime, content with a 
behind-the-scenes stance, In the so-called lower nobility; the Royals — 
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intended as an human shield — were costing more and more to support in 

the style to which thcy d become accustomed. 

In AD 1773, the North American faction felt confident in their 
Sbvi^lil, and, provoking comiiKnici s to engage in the 'Boston Tea Party,' 
began overt hostilities against the North European clique. War followed 
two years later. As the colonists dumped English tea into Boston Harbor, 
Clement XIV ilissolvcd the now norlhem-rife Jesuits in a belated attempt 
to halt the erosion of southern clique power. Come 1777, a leader 
emerged among the new North American clique; George Wessington (lat- 
er Washington) agreed to figurehead the fledgling group, and his 
(Wessington) family coat-of-amis, a field of stars and alternating stripes, 
was adopted as the new clique's standard and the new nation's flag. 

The now heavily northem-infhieticed faction controlling France, seeing 
the growing power and considerable natural wealth of the upstarts, 
aligned with Wessington clique the following year. Along with the 
actual heads of the new Nordt Americati faction, Jefferson, Franklin, and 
Adams, Washington (as he came to be called) led the commoners' forces 
to victory, and the European cliques of France, Spain, and England for- 
mally recognized the new faction m 1783. The upstarts entered into agreed' 
ment w ith the now nearl> -deified Prussian (Teutonic/Zionist) faction in 
1785, and the Teutons began shifting the center of power to include their 
North American allies. The Constitution, written in such a way as tit 
ensure that the Church-oriented southern clique could never sieze powers 
was ratiHed. and seeing the changing tides of fortune, the RDeoch fiKtioa 
— totally dissatisfied with the southern clique — incited theFivncli 
Revolution, toppling the southern-oriented royals and driving the 
RomanA'atican faction representatives from the country. Deciding to take 
up the northern clique s practices, the French faction formally invites 
Jews to return in 1790; five years later, in order to win back some neces- 
sary financial backing, the French faction opens tenuous relations with' 
certain elements of the Roman financial crowd. A problem becoming all- 
too-apparent to the northern clique was the growing numbers of commoli' 
crs, who — with victories in North America and France leaving than veiy 
lull of themselves — were beginning to realize their power. i 

The wolid's population reached 506 million around AD T650, and wii* 

increasing dramatically. In AD 1798, Thomas Robert Malthus set down, 
in his book "Essay On The Principle Of Population," the Hedgling ideolo- 
gy of the northern clique on the problem of 'Nwhat to do about id! thojiT 
commoners." The North American clique split, by the early 1820's, into 
two factions, the northern and the southern. The southern faction was rela- 
tively liberal, prefcaviag to use imported AiHcans as' slaves toA Bliowiit^ 
the commoners a certain degree of liberty; the northern faction, heavily 
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inllucnccd by ihc thinking ot ilie Tcutonic/Zionisl clique, saw the growing 
tnasseis as p&tential slaves, regardless of race. Standard histories claim 
that the southern clique ceded iVom the northern to protect their property 
rights, but in fact the northern clique sought to extend slavery to all com- 
moners, nol meiely the negroes. ImporUtion of Africans had ceased in 
1808, beginning a captive breeding program in the south and an cxlen- 
sion-ol-slavery program in the noitli; indeed, as early as 1786, an attempt 
at self-govemmeM in New England, relerrcd to as "Shay's Rebellion." 
had been put down with force, making lie of the illusion of liberty for , 
which the commoners had fought and died. The two factions went to war, 
with the northerners emerging victorious in 1865. In 1866. the I4ih 
ainendnicnl was added to the North American clique's constitution, 
allowing lor enslavement of anyone, so long as the "due process of law" 
was foHowed; fearing the pdssiUlity of sdmeone from outside their num- 
ber actually achieving high onicc. in 1867 the "Tenure of Office" act was 
passed, limiting the scope of power allowed to elected figureheads. These , 
were ambttg the last acts of the "dld-Iiwe" timh Amertcan aristocFaey; in | 
1870, with the founding of the .Standard Oil Company. John D. 
Rockefeller, a member of the new breed of American feuton/Zionist con- 
federation, inaugurated the "new-line" American elite. 

OeeuU societies, based along tiic litics established hy the Teutons and 
Zionists, began taking root in North America; Helena Pclrovna Blavatsky, 
owner of businesses in Philadelphia, established her Thei«spWcal Society 

allied with the Thule Society, the Vril Society, and Alerter Oowley's 

Golden Dawn — in New York City in 1875, the same year as Mary Baker 
Eddy founded iier Christian Science movement in Massachusetts. In this, 
they followed the lead of Freemason Jo.scph Smith, who founded the 
Mormon Church (l.alter-Day Saints) as a rival form of Freemasonry in 
1830, and Charles Taze Russell, who established the Jehovah's Witnesses 
in 1'87l. The following decade saw the publication of Nici/.sche's Abe 
Srnu h Zaratluistiv and James Fra/cr's The Golden Bough. After the ritu- 
al sacrifice of several prostitutes in Whitechapel, London (which in itself 
solved a sticky problem fof the Royal Family there), the norttern 
European clique, in a final putsch, seized control of the Italian govern- 
ment, th«eby surrounding the heavily-inllltrated, but as yet nol submis- 
sive, Vatican power strtteiure. That the Vatican had lost much of its 
glanunir was true; but the power of the Papacy still extended to a sizable 
population of Catholics worldwide, posing a very real threat to northern 
clique interests. In A0 i«9T, the T«ltoniG/aBmsl Clique held a full meet- 
ing at Basel, Switzerland, and laid the groundwork for their plans for 
domination of those territories not yet directly under their control. 
Inetuded in these discussions were plans for an Holocaust, a massive I 



extermination-sacrifice of European Jewry and others. The US faction, 
powerful butltpt yet as powerful as they would hccome, opposed the plan, 
seeing no reasion for such conquest — during this and the ensuing period, 
(he US faction pursued a policy of relative isolationism, caring little for 
what happened outside their immediate sphere of influence. In 1906, back 
in Northern Germany, the Tcutonic/Zionisl clique began designing their 
new and revamped military machine. In order to effect the Holocaust, all 
of Europe would have to he brougin under one totalitarian government, 
and in 1914, the T/Z clique began "The World W ar " in oidcr lo subjugate 
Europe, expecting an easy victory, with the U.S clique remaining i.solated 
and uninvolved. 1917 was an eventful year; the US clique entered the 
war, ensuring victory for the factions fighting the T/Z clique, the British 
Fascists amiounced their support for a Jewish homeland in Palestine (in 
order to tbWM the T/Z clique's plans for masis saeriiRee), and a new band 
of upstarts, backing the Bolsheviks, overthrew the T/Z aligned Tsarist 
clique in Russia. 

The following year saw the defeat of the T/Z clique and the end of the 

war. Resentment ran high; British Fascists were angered by US clique 
intervention in what they saw as an European situation; for the first time 
in many years, all the .sub-factions of the T/Z clique — from the various 
societies (Thule, Vril. etc.) to the unaligned but thoroughly-Teutonic 
bourgeoisie — were united in their determination to enact "The Final 
Solution," the mass sacrifice of "useless" races to (heir deities, in order to 
ensure aksolute world tloniinion. In 1919, the Thule society, pre-eminent 
among the Teutonic orders. Ibunded the National Socialist (Nazi) party, in 
order to drum up popular support for another war; they also sought useful 
allies elsewhere. The Briti.sh Fa.scists, tied closely lo Thule via other relat- 
ed orders (Golden Dawn, Thco.sophical Society, and the British Israelite 
movement, among others) offered their support covertly: While Russian 
Fascists, enraged at their treatment at the liamls ol the Bolsheviks, vowed 
their support as well. In 1922, the norlhcin cliciue, acting in a unil\' never 
before seen, backed an Italian Fa.scisl. Benito Mussolini, in a takeover bid 
that brought Italy into line with (he T/Z clique's designs; Hiat sathe year, 
Josef Stalin, an emotionally unstable but seemingly sympathetic dictator, 
took power in Russia. By 1929, the Italian Fascists were able to say that 
the Fascist takeover of the Vatican hierarehy uras eomplete, and tiie 
Lateran Treaty, making the Vatican a sovereign state, was signed. By 
careful manipulation, the T/Z clique was able to topple the US clique's 
national economy in 1^: the followiiig year saw the Nsad party bc^n its 

meteoric rise to power in Germany, and by 1933. regular ritual sacrifice 
of Jews had been reinstated, growing steadily (albeit slowly) each year for 
the rest of that decade, to be stepped up dramatically after 1940. 
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The British Fascists, playing both sides ul the coining conllicl, retained 
good relations on both sides of the AUantier while the US elk{ue was tem- 
porarily unable lo strike back at the T/Z clique for destroying llicir econo- 
my, they could, and did, cause the Teutonic/Zionists to lose face, 
somewhat, by destroying the pride of Oermaiiy. the airship Hindenburg, 
on US soil. The Spanish l ascisis, under Francisco Franco, quashed an 
altempled takeover by commoners and anarchists in 1939, rendering the 
majority of Europe Fascist-controlled. 

TheT/Zeiiquet feeling that the lime was ripe, began the Second World 
War. Unbeknownst lo the forces that prepared to oppose ihem. two T/Z 
physicists, Otto Hahn and I ritz Slrassnian, achieved nuclear llssion, the 
first step toward modefif ituelear weapons, that same year (1939). It 
appeared that the T/Z clique would emerge from llic rubble victorious: 
they had not, however, considered the possibility ol a "wild card" in their 
own ranks. The US clique had long been borderline Fascists themselves, 
and had maintained a network of infiltrators in the ranks of the various 
secret societies of the T/Z network. One of the.se, the highly-ranked 
Rudolph Hess — who had, indeed, been a im^ inisttwl fmatnbm* of Thule 
— gathered all the extant paperwork on Hahn and Strassman's work in 
nuclear fission, and llew to England in May of 1941, trading the clique's 
atomic secrets for iihfflunity and ia new identity. The Teutonic/Zionist 
clit|uc sudtlcnh' found themselves betrayed in the worst way; not only was 
their hope of using the new technology dashed, but due 10 poor communi- 
cations, the liqmnese — ^ acting on a plan anwiged ifl t93S — fdrced the 
US clique to enter Ihe war directly in ncccniber of that year. Though mes- 
sages were sent to call off the plan, they were never received — or, if 
received, ignoted; Japan h«l beert piomised dominion over the western 

iwo-ihiuis of Ihe North AmcHcah landmass. from the Mississippi River to 
the Pacific Ocean. That this anangcmenl was known to the US clique is a 
po.ssibillty. and wotiid explaiii the inlemment of lapanese iii the US; I 
cannot say, though, as I have not found any proof, one way or the other. 

With the loss of the secrecy surrounding their nuclear weapons 
research, and lacing the possibility that the US clique would win the race 
to perfect the new fedmoloi^, the Teutonic/Zionist clique stepped up 
their efforts at propitiating their gods. Sacrifices of Gypsies, Slavs, the ill 
and infirm, Jewish commoners, and Catholics was stepped up dramatical- 
ly; the clique still believed, at this point, that victory could he assured if 
only the requisite amount of blood sacrifice were performed. Mess, how- 
ever, was not the only sympathizer within the ranks of Ihe Teutons to .sec 
the US clique's rising siar. The list of highly-ranked members of the Nazi 
front to make deals with the more f'ascist elements of the US clique — 
including Goring. Bormann, Ihe aloiemenlioned Hess, Himmler, Sliaub, 
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Gehlcn, and numerous others — agrees in great detail with a list of those 
who, after tte wrarv held positions trust in what came to be called the 
"Intelligence Community," the business-financial community, and the 
social elite, or "Cafe Society." The fact — as 1 myself have seen in the 
aiehives, as well as having seen in my travds — - tfiat contrary to the pop- 
ular deception, the Teutonic/Zionist hierarchy, the real power of the old 
Prussian clique, was not ilefealcd, but rather was absorbed by the worst 
elements of the US clique, with Ihe help of the English cKque and the sub- 
verted Vatican hierarciiy. ll had been this same action of the US clique 
thai had initially in.spircd many of the practices of the more ".scicnlifical- 
ly-minded" Teutonic scientists; practices against the mentally ill and 
against the native American trilies in the latter part of ilie nineteenth and 
early part of the twentieth centuries had inspired the infamous "medical 
experiments" of the concentration camps. Indeed, one of the conditions of 
absorption into the US clique, binding upon both Ihe Teutonic and 
Japanese factions (these three who went on to form the Trilateral 
Commission) was that the documentation of the results of their experi- 
ment bc^ given, fully and fre^lii^ tia their new mssiiBes. 

While Ihe Japanese experiments in sonic disruption of living tissue arc 
not yet fully utilized, the biological and genetic findings of the Teutons 
have borne nniehfruitf as I shall relate. The 2i«aiist fsBtiioin, glad to share 
power but desiring their own base, were given Palestine. The Teutonic 
clique, with iLs intricate lies to the othe* old arislpcnicics, shifted tlic actu- 
al center of power to the United States. All would have gone theh* way. 
were it not for further wild cards in tlic deck. Indeed. Ihe reshuffling left 
new cliques arising: the new Russian clique, disu-ustful of their neighbors 
to the west; the Muslim clique, resentful, and pt^ssessed of an important 
cominodity beneath tteir shifting samls: and the Anarchists, jHesent for 
nearly a century but now gaining in popular support; as wdl as minor fac- 
tions — all tefd. while the greater part of the new order favored the hdrs 

of the old aristocracy and the still-rising US clique, lota! contml w as not 
theirs. In 1949, the new Russian clique detonated their first nuclear 
weapon; the Vatican issues a l^ipal Bull decreeing excommunication for 
any Roman Catholic who ciliicr practices or preaches Communism, and 
Senator Joseph McCarthy inaugurates a new witch-hunt, aimed at 
Communist infiltrators in the lower ranks of the apparatus that served the 
US/Teutonic/Zionist elite. Recent events show liiai the Russian clique 
may well be seeking entry into the ranks of the elite, threatened as they 
arc by Ihe Anarchists, and neariy totally dependent on the West; however, 
it is too soon to tell. That the order worships vengeful deities, demanding 
the ritual sacrifice of innQCient victims, may be among (he most unbeliev- 
able of my assertions. It must he reallzxd that the heirs of the clique's 
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power ;irc as well ihc licirs ol Ihcir pracliccs and supcrslilions. If il seems , 
ocki lo us, raised accepting Christianity (in one form or anotlier) as the I 
operative mode of understanding, that there woulil ho tliose. seemingly as j 
civilized as ourselves, who would practice .such blasphemous riles, let it 
be understood thai to these the worship and propitiation of other gods is 
the norm; whether by coincidence and circinuslancc. or by actual inter- 
vention of demonic influence, the majority of these sacririccs seem lo 
Ihcm, lo have woriced. 

The elite aie an insatar, elannisli clique, givwi to mging idiosyncrasies 
ami immense deposits of supcrslition. Their insulation from the rest of us. 
and from the world which we inhabit, has rendered them emotionally 
undeveloped, incapable of loving, of cariiig. of giving — to them, the sa©- 
riUce of an innoceiii is no more noteworthy than Ihc swatting of an annoy- 
ing fly, and eminently more useful. In the United Stales alone, more than 
thirty ihousand people — hidodlflg a gmwhig mimher of young children, 
always a preferred victim — ilisappeai each year, without a Irace. This 
must be taken in context; there arc of course a lair number of individuals 
who. for whatever reason, choose to disappear — but these would form, at 
the very most, perhaps a ihirJ uluiuiih likely much less) of (he total num- 
ber. What of the others? From documcnlalion I have seen, and conversa- 
tions with my ecclesiastical superiors, it lis said that the majority of tivese 
disappearances can be traced directly lo such Itnu iioning cults as that 
operated by [name deleted] who. when not operating his Cldt during off- 
hours, practices as warrior-priest for the Presidio military bases' own con- 
gioualion. prcsidiiisi. in ihe gii'ilos benealh the base, over ritual sexual 
abuse of, and quite often ritual sacrifice of, children and young adults. 
While the names used to identify the one underlying cult change from 
locale to locale, and while a bewildering array of deities seemingly 
representing every pre-Chri.slian cult ever to exist — are invoked, it is 
uliimaicly the Teutonic/Zionist pantheon, the Zionist YHWH in conjunc- 
tion with the Germanic gods, (though there arc .scattered references to the 
Zionist oliie worshipping only their own god) that arc the ultimate object 
of the clic|uc s worship. Yet, for all Ihcir power, their empire stands oft a 
less-than-fimi foundation. Internal l ilK aic c<iiiunon; while united in theo- 
ry, various factions pursue different policies. Intertribal antagonism is 
common. Even the agenda of the factions within the clique differ^ 

The identities of the Teutonic/Zionist clique 6re Vvell-fuHWded; even 
their higher servants arc protected by the anonymity of immense wealth 
and the power attendant upon it. We speak here of individuals of such sta- 
tus thai theh- kith and Wn are referred to as an 'house,' not a 'family.* 
Among these are the House of Windsor, absolute masters until very 
recently of the worlds trade in narcotics; the House of Rhodes and the 
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House of Rothschild, with their immense holdings in land and in gold; 
also tnciuded, alhi^it gradgingly, in the elite are the upstart Houses of 
Onassis and Ibn -Sauil. who vie for position alongsitle the established 
Houses — the Williamsons, the Lodges, the Cabots. and Bierces; the 
Camegies, the relative newcomers Roclcefelter, Bie Buchanans, Browns, 
and RaleiL'lis; ihe capitalist "johnny-comc-latclys" — a class that includes 
Ihc aforementioned Rockefellers — is represented by l"orcls and Hearsts 
as well as the Bradfwrds. Bryans. and lho.sc underlings among the man- 
agerial elite who woultl marry among them. Due 10 the phenomenon of 
"dynastic marriage." it may be rightly said that theneare not 100 families, 
not 25 families, htit one family, a tribe unto themselves, who hold the 
reigns of power, control (he destinies of multitudes, eat ilie wealth of 
nations, and drink the profane chalice of horror — for the hereditary 
priestcraft of the Teutonic/Zionist elite is the exclusive venue, in its purest 
form, of ihe elile-by-blood. Whether the demon being worshiped is 
Yahwch the Zionist Solar God, or Angra Mainyu Agni of the syncretic 
Teutonic cult, the primary requirement for eorreet worship is blood con- 
nexkiit, tineal dssssai if all fX)Kible, in the prie^y line. 

"Secrel societies" — such as the Freemasons, the Priory of Zion. and 
the post- Vatican Templars — .serve as sub-sects to the main body of the 
T/Z clique's religion. Pof thte Zionists, the lilies of demareation are much 
tighter: "Old Money" is the only money, and Kohcns are still trained in 
proper ritual for sacrifice — admittedly in lieu of a consecrated temple — 
in a special shut for Kohens. located in Jerusalem. "There can be no ques- 
tion that the Zionist state of Israel shall, one day. with Teiiloiiic/US back- 
ing, drive the Moslems from the Temple Mount and destroy the (to them) 
blasphemous Dome of the Rock. In this respect, the Teutons are more for- 
tunate, in that unholy slauulilcr of children can lake place at (he hand of 
an [name deleted], in the grotto beneath the Presidio, and carry full validi- 
ty. 

Ciirrrat policies of ihc elite regarding the general estate of the com- 
moners, as 1 myself Ikuc seen and read, is telling. While a policy of divi- 
sion, factionalism and antagonism is the order of the day (particularly in 
the United States, whne what must be the most diversiffod population on 
Rarth is kept in a slate of turmoil by divisive legislation intended lo pro- 
voke interracial strife and social stratification), there are two primary 
schools of thought regarding the actual use to which the subjects are to be 
put. 

While there is general agreement across the b$KBRl with Ae notion that 
the cfHimioners must be downbred. in order to reduce their intelligence 
and make them less apl to rise up in rebellion, a large faction — who 
appear to be holding sway — counsel a massive slaughter of the majority 
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of the "useless caters." 1 say that they sccin lo be holding sway, as ilocu- 
ments I have iSWsn leHof the iiitrodueUoa t*f «n engineered virus. Acquired 
Immunodeficiency SyiKlromc (AIDS) into the pdpulaiioii h\ tlic World 
Health Organization smallpox vaccination program in Alrica. ami simul- 
taneously by medfeal experiments on proniiscuoiis male liomoscxuals in 
New York City. Current itiought seems to be that only " l liird World" elh- 
nicilies were targeted, but in lact the plan appears to he lo reduce llie 
world population overall to moiu manageable numbers: these survi\(.is 
may then be limiiccl as to reproduction, numbers maintained at just the 
level necessary lo insure a force ol slaves. 

The reason behind this reduction is among the most frightening revela- 
tions I feel I shall make: according lo the best estimates ol diciue- 
employcd climatologisls, the world — contrary lo the current "greenhouse 
elTect" story — is drawing incxt)rably toward another glaciation. The "Ice 
Ages" are always ^ken <rf in the past tense, always treated as occur- 
rences ill prehistory, never to be repeated; however, glaciation has been 
the iionn lor this world since roughly two iitillion years ago; alternating 
cycles of glaciation and warm inleisladial. following an aiiproximatc onc- 
hundred-tbousand year cycle (ninety thousand years of glaciation. fol- 
lowed by ten thousand of inlcrstadial. plus or minus as much as two 
thousand years) are Ihe normal climate ol our liarih. since the end of the 
Pliocene era (or perhaps slightly earlier). When the icesheels once again 
advance, it is the plan of the elite to move the trappings of civilization 
iSOuUi^ a forced march of laden slaves to the southern hemisphere (the 
glaciers c(ner only the northern portion climes), and to ihis end, "housc- 
cleaning" has already begun. AIDS ravages primarily (though not exclu- 
sively) third-world populations, hence the southern lands will be 
defenseless; massive tracts are alreatly being cleared and prepared Ibr 
construction in South America, and North America — expected to be cov- 
ered, by the middle of the twenty^second century, with a iwo-mile-thick 
blanket of ice — is being treated as a garbage bin. industrial einuvia of 
the most noxious varieties being poured out all over the land: it will cease 
to be of use to the elite, ergo it must be fendered useless to anyone else. 
Even the most dangerous of the industrial wastes will break down and be 
reassimilaled by the soil in ninety thousand years, hence, when the ice 
clears, a trek back to the mnh will be possible, if desired. In the interim, 
the commoners arc kept palliated, cnterlained, too busy lo investigate the 
world around them — and reduced, by slow attrition ol incurable disease, 
to a desired size. ! wish that I could say that there Is some sustained, orga- 
nized resistance within the lower ranks of ibe Church. Indeed, there is not. 
I wish I could say that son»e faeUon among the elite held nwre humane 
views; I cannot. Briefly, there was hope. John Fitzgerald Kennedy, a 
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drunkard and a boor, perhaps the best or a very bad lot (the Kennedy clan) 
had .some pretensions to fulfilling his baptismal vows, if only in the 
breach. He had some desire lo iicai the s!a\cs luiinancly. Me was used to 
set an e;iiample to any others who might attempt to defy the higher-ups, lo 
over-readi ^ boundaries set up by the various f^ons of the elite. So 

much for political help. John I'aul I attempted to wtesi control of Ihe 
Vatican away from the Marcinkus clique; an example was made of him, 
also. Far from discouraging, however, is the ^ that sudi occurredces 
could be at ad — su^ is a i^gn 9f flie internal disunity of the elite. 

This. howcveFi ts all the hope that I can olTcr: that a ccincerled effort 
could well be all that is needed to topple these insular lew from their lofty 
perch. To what end? Overthrow will not solve, in and of {tsdC» the terriMe 
troubles of our age. hunger, disenfranchiscmcni. disease — 1)18 it will end 
the onslaught ol troubles from higher echelons. Oveipopiilation is as 
much a problem to the slaves as to the masters, disease must and will run 
its course, hunger will be ended only in the way it has always ended, by 
reducing the population to levels which can be supported by the Earth; 
nonetheless, T for one would infinitely prefer to be culled by the natural 
forces eii)pi)wered by the Aliiiighty. Divinuiii au.xilium inancnt .semper 
nobiscum, than by the designs of an elite who choose to play at being 
gods. Sint tunM vestri pmedneti et bteertiae ardentes in manibus vestris; 
ad socictatein civiiitii siipernnrum pcrdiiccil nns Rex Angcloritm. I am 
hardly the first to speak of a conspiracy; 1 have read and enjoyed fictitious 
works whieh embodied various aspects of the sttadjSeation of power with- 
in their storylines, and know that theories regaiding this or that "secret 
society" holding sway over the courser of events are a popular form of 
speculation: I realize that mine is but one more voice added to the 
tacaplionv, perhaps to be lost in the luiiiult; indeed, the very documents 
that 1 have seen include ideas, plans, for the sort of "disinformation" 
lamented by many, produced for the purpose of lai^eBding those rare few 
who spend not all of their time pacified by popular amusements. How are 
you to know that I speak the truth? You cannot. You can verify for your- 
self the historical facts which I have presented, which form the gist of my 
own notes, copied laboriously from the original papers at the Vatican 
archives and supplemented by information gleaned from other clerics and 
servants of God, but this. I understand, cannot be taken as a guarantee of 
veracity. I have divulged what I know; 1 must ask to remain forever 
anonymous. I am not a young roan, strong-willed and inspired; nor yet an 
old man, who may plead his years: I am but a weak man, seemingly alone, 
and very much afraid, men nuixinm culpa. Though I cannot offer verifica- 
tion beyond what the diligent scholar might find in a careful examination 
of historical texts, and must admit that this my recounting of tfie facts as 
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known to me is, of necessity, but a skeleton of the whole story, concen- 
trating on only the most important (to my mind) aspects of the history of 
the struggle, I offer ii in the hope that at least some might be moved to 
action. If my sharing of what I know saves, or even merely betters, one 
life, then I have in some small way striven to fulfill my vow of service to 
my fellow-children of God. Maioicm cariiatem nemo hahet tit animam 
suani ponat quis pro amicis suis; would that I had such strength. Such is 
liic gist of my knowledge of the situation; I hope that this casts some light 
on your interest in the takeover of ihe V;uic;in. I have endeavored to keep 
this recounting to manageable length; 1 couki have told somewhat more, 
but it would only add detail to the overall picture presented here, and I 
believe that the total situation is best and most accurately depicted in 
broad, hold strokes. I offer you only those proofs of my sincerity as can- 
not be traced to me, for obvious reasons; nunc diminis servuni tuum. 
Absterget Deus omnem lacrimam ab octilis sanctorum, a servant of ser- 
vants...
